'Tbe inceflant droppings from many 
of the cliffs in the vicinity of Wootton produce in the courſe of a ſevere 
winter ſome of the moſt fingular and beantiful pillars of ice that imagination 
can deviſe. In the month of January, 1795, I meaſured many of them that 
| were from four to eleven feet in altitude, and from fix inches to four feet in 
circumference. Some of theſe columns were pf very unequal periphery, and 
jagged and fluted in a fantaſtic manner. Thoſe that were of uniform thick- 
_ neſs appeared as elegatit fupporters/to the impending ſhelves and:canopies of 

rock. The ſurfaces of the aqjacept crags are beautifully glazed. and deco- 
rated with a bright coating of ice, throngh which the marchantia polemor- 
L and ſeveral ſpecies of moſß and ſerm diſplayed the luxuriancy of ſpring. 
From the ceiling of the celebrated cavern in Dove-dale (well known by the 
name of Reynard's Hall), yaf-pendþubts-of ice were dlufiergd together, many 
of which, I believe, were full four yards in length; and theſe were tapered 
down to ſo fine a periphery, that their extremities were as ſharp as the point of 
a ſword.
